AVhereas ill the exercise ut the powers amferred by section 9 
of the Indian Independente Act, 1947, (be rxovernor-General was 
jileased to make the India (Provisional Constitution) Order, 1947, 
(hereafter in this Order I'eferred to as "the principal Order'"); 

And whereas sub-seetioii (5) of section 19 of the said Act 
provides that any power conferred by that Act to make any order 
includes power to i evoke oi vary any order previously made in the 
exercise of that power; 

And whereas sub-section (3) of section 9 of the said Act 
provides that any order made under that section may be made so 
as to be retrosjiective to any date not earlier than the third day of 
dune, 1947; 

Now, THEREFORE, ill the excicise of the jiowers conferred on 
him as aforesaid and of all other powers enabling him in that 
behalf, the Goveiiinr-Geneial is pleased to make the following 
Order : — 

1 (I) This Order ma) be cited a.s the India Provisional 
Constitution (Amendment) Order, 1947. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have effect from the fifteenth day of 
August, 1947

No. G.G.O. 26. — The following Order made by the Governor- 
General is published for general information : 

THE BENGAL STATE PRISONERS REGULATION 
(ADAPTATION) ORDER, 1947. 

In the exercise of the powers conferred by section 9 of the 
Indian Independence Act, 1947, ami of all other powers enabling 
him in that behalf, the Governor-Gene lal is pleased to make the 
following Order : — 

1. (1) This Order' may be cited as the Bengal State Prisoners 
Regulation (Adaptation) Order, 1947. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have effect from the fifteenth da)( of 
August, 1947 (hereinafter referred to as "the appointed day^’). 

2. As from tbe appointed day, the Bengal State Prisoners 
Regulation, 1818, shall, until repealed or altered or amended by a 
competent legislature, in its application to the Dominion of India 
and any part or parts thereof, be subject to the following adapta- 
tions : — 

In section 1, for the words from “reasons of State” to 
“internal commotion”, the words “reasons of State 
connected wuth defence, external affairs or relations 
with Acceding States or with tbe maintenance of 
]mblic order” shall he substituted . 

Ill the third paragra])h of section 2 and in sub-section (1) of 
section 7A, for the words “the discharge of the 
functions of the Crowm in its relations with Indian 
States” the wmrds “relations with Acceding 
States” shall be substituted. 

Sub section (4) ol section 7A .shall be omitted, 

In aecticm 12, for the wends “and the discharge of the 
functions of the Crown in its relation with Indian 
States” the words “or relations with Acceding 
States” shall be substituted, and for the words 
“Bombay and Sind” the words “and Bombay” shall 
be substituted. 
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In the Appendix,- — 

for the Tvords “the discharge of the functions of the Crown 
in its relations with Indian States" wherever they 
occur, the words “relations with Acceding States" 
shall be substituted, 

the words and brackets “[Govcrnor-Cencral in Conned '|" 
wheiever they occur, shall be omitted, and 

the woi’ds and brackets “{omil 1hc ina'ppr opr late woif/s)” , 
where they occur for the first time, shall be 
omitted. 

3. The provisions of this Order shall have effect notwithstand- 
ing anything to tlie contrajy contained in the India (Adaptation 
of Existing Indian Laws) Order, 1047.
